Investigation Into the Cause of the 
Wreck Will Be Made Some Time Get Consideration for the Near 
Today by Superintendent . 
J. L. MeCollum—Seven

and Firemen Hampered..in Work by 
Crowd of Angry ‘Men. 


Springfield, Ill., August 15 Springfield is in the hands of a mob 
of enraged citizens, who began last night to wreak vengeance on negro 
residents for an assault committed yesterday by George Richardson, 
a negro, on Mrs. Hallam, a white woman. At 1 o’clock this morning 
the whole east end of the town burst into flames, the torch having 
been applied to several negro houses by some of the more desperate 
One man is already dead and probably two score others 
are injured, mostly negroes. The rabble is sweeping through the 
streets, attacking every negro met. All the local militia are on duty 
and half a dozen companies from ‘other cities are rushing here on 
special trains. Still-other companies are ordered to hold themselves 
in reserve. The fire department is at- present helpless to combat the 
flames in the negro quarter on account of the threatening attitude of 
the mob towards the firemen.

Lewis Johnson, aged 14, found dead : at the bottom of the stair- 
way leading to the buffet of the Loper restaurant.

This statement was made by 
Jentzen, of the sanitary department, 
a meeting of the board of health yes- 
terday afternoon. It was a statement 
Of a well-posted city official and could 
not but carry with it the greatest 
Weight. It was sufficient to convince 
the members of the health board that 
while the city was keeping its back 
yards clean and free from disease- 
breeding germs it could make this nec- 
essary work self-sustaining and at the 
Same time bring in a revenue. 

At its meeting the health board took 
up the question of disposing of the 
city’s garbage. There was a proposi- 
tion submitted by the Georgia Railway 
and Electric Company, in Which it was 
Stated that all city garbage could be 
removed to the dumping grounds from 
three distributing points on trolley cars 
built fof® the purpose. It was estimated 
that the cost would be at the present 
about $30 a day. The city would have 
to make expenditures for trestles gnd 
would cost probably some 
$10,000. The street car company agreed 
to build at its own expense all the nec- 
essary tracks, both at the dumping 
ground and the distributing points. 
Chief Asks for Estimates, 


Chief Jentzen had asked the street 
car company to make this estimate. He 
had sated that the garbage could be 
carried by carts to three points of 
distribution, as follows: <A lot on 
Sampson street in the fourth ward;'a 
lot near the corner of Connally street 
and Georgia avenue, in the third ward; 
and the old Brisbine park, in the sec- 
ond ward. 

Chief Jentzen stated to the 
the city was now destroving 
of dollars’ worth of street sweepings 
@€ach night that had to be burned in 
crematory. He believed these 
street sweepings, together with the 
manure taken from private lots, would 
make a valuable asset to the city If 
hauled to the three distributing points 
and there sold as fertilizer.

IRA’D. SANKEY 


Evangelist Goes. to His 
Reward, 


New York, August |4.—Ira D. Sankey 
known as an evangelist throughout the 
Christian world, died last night at his 
home in Brooklyn, but the news of his 
passing away did not become generally 
known until today: Mr. Sankey was 
68 years of age, For the last five years 
he h been blind, and had suffered 
from a complication of diseases 
brought on b yoverwork. But almost to 
the very last he worked at hymn- 
writing. His tours throughout this 
country and Europe with Dwight L. 
Moody, the evangelist, brought him 
into prominence. 

Sankey, it might be said, wrote the 
gospel hymns of the world. In China, 
Egypt, India, Japan, in almost every 
language known to man,  Sankey’s 
hymns are sung. He received a large 
income from his publication, an4 
leaves considerable of an estate. 
Among Mr. Sankey’s familiar compo- 
sitions are “The Ninety and Nine,’ and

Sankey explained 
that he was married and could not 
give up his position. “You must come.” 
said Moody. “I cannot get along with- 
Out you.,’’ 
Sankey consulted with his wife. and 
they cast their lot with Mr. Moody. 
They visited Great Britain from 1873 
to 1875, and again in 1883, and made 
many tours throughout the United 
States. When Mr. Moody died, Mr. 
felt keenly the loss of* ais 
friend. From thast time he tried to 
conduct the work alone which they had 
hitherto shared between them, but the 
task was too great.

In 1902 physical condition eom- 
pelled him to give up most of his evan- 
gelistical engagements, although he 
continued for some time to compile 
new series of hymn books.

YANKEE FLEET SETS SAIL 
FROM HARBOR OF AUCKLAND 


Auckland. N. Z., August 15.—The 
American Atlantic fleet departed for 
Svdney at 8:15.o'clock this morning. 

The weather was fine and large 
crowds were ashore and afloat to bid 
farewell to the Americans. Excursion 
craft loaded to the guards dotted the 
harbor. 

As anchors 


Thousands of mén have been ashore Gay 
after day. and there has been no d@s- 
turbance of the peace. 

There was, however, an ineident last 
night which showed the sympathies of 
the Auckland people with the sailor- 
men on shore. The patrol from the 
fleet was engaged jin rounding up strag- 
glers and getting them back on board, 
and a crowd was watching the opera- 
tions. 

At one stage of the proceedings the 
people came to the conclusion that the 
patrol was ‘handling some drunken 
sailors too roughly. They threatened 
the patrol, who were obliged to draw 
their revolvers. At this moment the 
local police arrived. drove the crowd 
back and escorted the patrol] and their 
prisoners to the wharf. 

The cutter race between vessels of 
the fleet for the Battenberg cup was 
rowed in the harbor today. The Louis- 
iana crew led from the start and fin- 
ished five lengths ahead of the near- 
est competitons. 

Admiral Sperry yesterday afternoon 
entertained a distinguished party of 
New Zealanders on board the battleship 
Connecticut. Among those present 
were Lord Plunket, governor of New 
Zealand, and Sir Joseph Ward, the pre- 
mier.

ANNUAL PAYMENT OF PENSIONS. 

in the face of the positive statement from what appeared to be at 
least “near” official sources, that there would positively be no change made 
in the law of a year ago, establishing quarterly payment of pensions, The 
Constitution took up the fight in behalf of the confederate pensioners “of 
Georgia, whose suffering as a result of the new system was unques- 
tioned, and victory has crowned the effort.

not pay except for the privilege of registering and voting. | 

To what extent the same effect will be manifest throughout the state can 
Only be surmised. 

But there is little doubt that the effect of this provision, putting a six- 
months’ period between close of registration and election, will in time become 
apparent and the result will be an amendment compromising upon a happy 
medium of sixty or ninety days, as in other states. The former, Mr. Stew- 
art thinks, would be amply sufficient. 

Twenty days between close of registration and election is too short; 
Six months is, beyond a doubt, too long. That the problem will be carefully 
and satisfactorily worked out by future legislatures there is little question. 

As to the other provisions of the new law they do not in any way affect 
the situation in Fulton county. If in any other part of ‘the state there has 


| been registration by unauthorized persons, and if parties have been per- 


mitted to register without taking the legal oath, these charges cannot be laid 


,to the registration in Fulton county, because in every instance the registra- 


tion bas been conducted either by the tax collector himself or one of his 
authorized deputies, and in no case has any person been permitted to reg- 
ister without subscribing to the required oath. 

The only provision of the new law, therefore, that will have material 
effect here is that prescribing a six-months’ period between the close of regis- 
tration and election. 

That it will have more or less similar effect in other 
State there is no question. 

But that the proper balance will be restored in que time, if the new 
law is found to work hardship, is not to be doubted. :

When the legislature meets in extra session next week, it should pro- 
ceéd at once to the discussion of ways and means to make the Juvenile Re- 
formatory effective.. 

This is the most vital and important part of the problem of reforming 
the state’s penitentiary system. It is the one that promises the greatest re- 


turns. The new penology dictates that the element of reform should enter | 


into all treatment of criminals. The older and more hardened the criminal, 
the more difficult the task. Yet amazing results have been accomplished by 
patient, humane and firm treatment 

The condition of juvenile offenders cries to the state in a voice that 
cannot be hushed or ignored. A youth who breaks some minor law or police 
regulation should not be condemned to a life of criminality. 

That is what our present system amounts to. 

The Georgia Juvenile Reformatory is that in name only. 

The evidence before the legislative. investigating committee has dis- 
closed the barrenness, the lack of facilities and the painfully inadequate 
quarters that now exist at the reformatory. There is but one building: 
white and black mingle together freely on the playground, though not in 
the house. 

Other conditions exist that cannot be spoken of freely. 

Superintendent Bethune and his wife have labored heroically to over- 
come the obstacles in the path of their work of making good men and 
good citizens out of these derelict children. Failure lies not at their doors, 
but at the doors of the Georgia legislature. 

The parsimony of this state as contrasted with the attitude of Alabama’s 
lawmakers toward the Juvenile Reformatory cannot be a source of pride to 
the citizens of Georgia. In commenting upon the conditions shown to exist 
at the Juvenile Reformatory in this state, The Mobile (Ala.)

Editor Constitution: In your paper of 
August 10, you ask, “Is the cotton ex- 
change waking up?’ .In October of 
last year, it “woke up” and sold 600,000 
bales of cotton in one day {n order to 
reduce the price and pOur money into 
their own coffers. The gale of 600,000 
bales had the desired effect. The ex- 
change could have offered 600,000,000 
of bales for sale, if it had been neces- 
sary! They neither have to make nor 
buy the cotton, but just write the num- 
ber of bales on a piece of paper and 
place a small margin if the offer is ac- 
cepted. Of cOurse this places the price 
of futures absolutely in the power ot 
the seller of futures. 

The price of spot cotton is. largely 
controlled by the future market. The 
supply and demand of real cotton does 
not control the price. The supply of 
futures is always unlimited, and it 18 
by the grace of the future market that 
the price of spots is fixed. This does 
made it a “Sure thing” for the ex- 
change, and as you truly say, “it can 
only be remedied by wholly and, un- 
reservedly eliminating all gambling in 
cotton in futures.” 

How can this be done? The United 
congress could decree that the 
mails, telegeraphs, telephones and all 
public transportation companies should 
not be used in any way to aid the sale 
of futures. This would destroy the 
gambling in futures, as it did destroy 
the gambling in the New Orleans lot- 
tery.

Including these figures, after the pay- 
ment of the usual fixed charges, all of 
which exhibit an increase over 1907, the 
report Shows a deficit of $3,498.03 

The report shows total expenditures 
for additions and betterments during 
the year of $1,173,038.24 of which 
$324, 767.75. as shown above. was 
charged to income As a natural! con- 
sequence there was nothing left for 
division among the income bondholders.

An amicable adjustment is in sight 
for the troubles that have ensued as a 
result of the cancellation some weeks 
ago iby President Davila of the exequa- 
turs of the American consular corps 
at Ceiba, Spanish Honduras. It will 
probably tbe only a short while before 
Consul Drew Linard, Vice Consul Virgil 
Reynolds and Dr. Allen Jumel, who 
represent the United States government 
at Celba, will be restored to their privi- 
leges and thus end an incident that 
for a time promised to bring on inter- 
national complications, , 

President Davila has discharged the 
commandante that was at Ceiba at 
the time the rebels made their unsuc- 
cessful attack on the port, and substi- 
tuted another man in his place. The 
commandante who lost his position was 
the one who informed the president 
that the American consuls had asked 
that the town be surrendered, whereas 
the facts show that all they did was 
to transmit to the commandante a let- 
ter from the .insurgents which con- 
tained such a demand.

Count Okuma is regarded here as a 
doctrinaire politician who is now com- 
pletely without political influence ex- 
cept in academic circles His statement 
concerning the American navy and 
President Roosevelt's advocacy of its 
expansion was undoubtedly brought 
out by reports of Congressman Hob- 
son's speech ‘in the gemocratic national 
convention, when he quoted. President 
Roosevelt as predicting an early war 
with Japan. 

The statement which has catised all 
the comment was an excerpt from a 
series of articles printed in the Hochl, 
a Tokio paper, which are being written 
by Count Okuma reviewing world pol- 
itics, and printed from day to day. 

Statement From Okuma. 


When Count Okuma returned today 
from the country, he said to the Asso- 
ciateq Press he was surprised to find, 
that his utterances had been consider-; 
ed purposely offensive. 

“It was only natural,’ said he, “in 
reviewing the world’s politics, to point 
out that Japan’s rise above the horizon 
had caused the American navy to turn 
its attention toward the Pacific. It is

ENGINEER STUCK TO POST. 


Coolness Saved Lives When Train 
Split Switch. 


Middletown, N. Y., August 14.—What 
is regarded as one of the most remark- 
able railroad wrecks that has ever 
taken place on the Ontario and West- 
ern system, in that no one was killed 
Or injured, occurred at Summitville, 
when passenger train No. 416 bound 
for Weehawken, N. J., ran into an open 
switch while going 20 miles an hour, 
cut through half a dozen empty pas- 
senger coaches standing on a siding, 
and then jumped the track. 

It was largely due to the coolness and 
bravery of the engineer, Eugene Barrs, 
that the train was not completely 
wrecked. When he saw that his engine 
had run past the switch he applied the 
emergency brakes, and, despite that he 
saw hig engine rushing towarg the 
passenger coaches on the. siding, he 
stuck to his post. The engine, after 
jamming its nose through the empty 
cars, jumped the track and went bound- 
ing along over the ties, dragging the 
mail coach also from the rafs.
